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A COUPLE who claim they were 
terrorised and their country 
home burned down after comp¬ 
laining of “nightmare” noise 
levels from a nearby race track 
have launched a £500,000 bid for 
compensation. 

Raymond Shields and Katherine 
Lawrence had to move out of their 
£300,000 house - Fenland, in West 
Row, near Mildenhall - after their 
house and cars were attacked with a 
forklift truck in April last year, 
London’s High Court was told. 

The stadium owners deny any link to the 
alleged attacks. 

In his evidence to the court, Mr Shields 
described how in April last year he was 
woken by a loud bang as the forklift 
cannoned through the main gates. He leapt 
naked from his bed to chase the driver. 

He quickly dressed and tried to pursue the 
forklift by bicycle, but was too late, the court 
heard. Their house and cars were rammed in 
the attack, it is claimed. 

Two months later their home was torched, 
said their barrister, Peter Harrison QC. 

The couple, who claim their lives were 
made a misery by invasive noise from the 
nearby Mildenhall Stadium and Motocross

Sex assault airman Is 
told he faces prison 


A US airman stationed at 
Lakenheath wept as he was 
found guilty of sexually assaul¬ 
ting an unconscious woman at 
a house party. 

First class aircraftsman Justin May, 
22, was accused of assault by pene¬ 
tration and attempted rape of a woman 
at a party in William’s Close, Ely, last 
March. 

After nine hours of deliberation, a 
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jury returned a majority guilty verdict 
of 10-2 on the sexual assault charge, 
which took place while the woman was 
unconscious in an upstairs bedroom. 

She said she had not given consent 
and was only woken when May was 
dragged from the room by friends after 
he was interrupted by a party guest. 
However, the jury was unable to 


reach a verdict on the attempted rape 
charge. 

Prosecutors declined to pursue a 
retrial on the issue because the severity 
of the charge was not significantly 
higher than the conviction. 

Remanding May in custody, Judge 
Jonathan Haworth said he would be 
imposing a prison sentence, with a 
starting point of two years. 

May will be sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court on February 18.

Couple in court bid

Track, have never returned 
to their home. 

They claim the noise 
drove them out of their 
garden, forced them to 
change the lay-out of their 
home, and compelled them 
to turn up the volume on 
their TV. 

They also endured an 
incident when an uniden¬ 
tified group of motorcyclists 
“drove around their garden”, 
revving their engines and 
kicking over the couple’s 
dustbins, the court heard. 

As well as suing for all¬ 
eged noise nuisance, their 
QC, Peter Harrison, said the 
couple are bidding for 
“aggravated and exemplary 
damages” over an alleged 
“extremely nasty and violent 
campaign of harassment”. 

He claimed the campaign 
was “conducted by or on 
behalf of some or all of the 
defendants - designed to 
force them to abandon their 
complaints, and then to 
drive them from the area.” 

Those being sued are the 
owner and operator of the 
stadium, David Mitchell 
Coventry (trading as RDC 
Promotions), the tenant and 
operator of the motocross 
track, Moto-Land UK Ltd, 
the freehold owners of the 


land, Terence Raymond 
Waters and Anthony Walter 
Morley, and the owner of the 
stadium between 2005 and 
2008, James Edward Waters. 

All the defendants deny 
causing the alleged noise 
nuisance. Their QC, Robert 
McCracken, told the court 
that the arson and harass¬ 
ment claims are groundless 
and “unsupported by evi¬ 
dence”. 

He said there was no 
shred of evidence to link his 
clients to the incidents in 
April and June last year and 
the couple’s suggestion that 
they were connected to 
harassment, intimidation or 
threats against them was 
groundless. 

The couple moved into 
Fenland in January 2006, 
lodging their first noise 
complaints with Forest 
Heath District Council three 
months later. 

Mr Harrison said his cli¬ 
ents are also seeking a court 
order against the stadium 
operators, “limiting their 
activities to 40 days per 
year”. 

Mildenhall Stadium’s past 
and present owners and 
operators have denied any 
link to the alleged attacks on 
a couple. 

The hearing continues. 


Father and son in 
car crash rescue 


A HEROIC father and 
son who rescued a 
crash victim from a 
water-filled ditch have 
been praised by police. 

Duncan MacKenzie, 64, 
and his son Iain, 37, were 
travelling home from work 
along Prickwillow Road, near 
Isleham, on Monday when 
they noticed a car upside 
down in a ditch. 

The driver, who was in his 
20s, was not seriously hurt, 
but could not escape due to 
the water pressure on his car’s 
doors. 

The father and son, who 
live on Prickwillow Road, 
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waded into the waist-deep 
water to inspect the vehicle 
and returned with a wheel 
brace from their own car to 
smash the vehicle’s rear side 
window. 

They climbed into the 
vehicle and dragged the 
driver to safety. 

Duncan told the Weekly 
News: “The guy lost control of 
his car and went off the road, 
and turned upside down in 
one of the big dykes down 
there. 

“We just happened to spot 
his lights. If we had been any 


later the lights would have 
been off. The water was 
almost at the top of the doors, 
upside down.” 

He said: “We broke one of 
the back side windows and 
pulled him through. He was 
shocked and very, very cold 
and very, very wet. He was a 
very lucky man - not that 
badly injured. 

“If we hadn’t have spotted 
him, it may have been fatal." 

Duncan, who, with his son, 
runs his own glazing 
company called MacKenzie 
Engineering, said: “We are 
really pleased we spotted 
him. We are glad we were 
there at the right time.” 


The crash happened at 
about 5.45pm, after the 
driver’s vehicle left the road, 
flipped over and landed in the 
ditch. 

Chief Inspector Alan Savill 
said: “We could have been 
dealing with a fatal road 
collision if it had not been for 
the quick and brave actions of 
this father and son. 

“They were exceptionally 
vigilant in noticing the 
vehicle in the first place and 
then put themselves at risk by 
wading waist deep into the 
very cold water and dragging 
the crash victim to safety. 

"I would like to thank them 
for their life-saving actions." 


Pay-cut petition is removed from council’s website 


COUNCIL officials have 
removed a petition 
calling for its chief 
executive’s salary to be 
cut. 

Andrea Hill, the boss 
of Suffolk County coun¬ 
cil, is one of Britain’s 
highest paid chief 
executives, earning a 


salary of nearly 

£ 220 , 000 . 

The e-petition calling 
for her salary to be cut 
was put on the council’s 
website. But the council 
removed it, deeming it 
“inappropriate” as it 
cannot lawfully take 
such action. 


Eric Whitfield, Suffolk 
County Council’s mon¬ 
itoring officer, said “The 
council’s provision for 
receiving and dealing 
with e-petitions is 
included in its constit¬ 
ution, and reflects the 
legislation and the 
national guidance for 


local authorities set out 
in the Government’s 
model scheme. 

“Full council is not 
able to vote on the 
alteration of individual 
terms and conditions. It 
was my view, as the 
council’s monitoring 
officer, that this pet¬ 


ition was inappropriate 
as it was calling for the 
council to take action 
which it is not lawfully 
able to take.” 

The Weekly News 
reported how a row 
broke out over Mrs 
Hill’s pay when she was 
appointed in 2008. 
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Law catches up 
with TV dodgers 

MORE than 80 people were caught 
watching television without a licence in 
Newmarket last year, according to the latest 
statistics. 

They were among 2,100 caught across 
Suffolk, revealed TV Licensing, which was 
unable to say whether all those caught were 
prosecuted. 

Ian Fannon, TV Licensing spokesman, 
said: “It’s not fair on the vast majority of 
people in Newmarket who pay their licence 
fee for some people to watch TV without 
paying. 

“We try to give people every chance to get 
on the right side of the law, but ultimately if 
they fail to pay, we will take action. 

“We take TV licence evasion very 
seriously, and any householder or business 
caught watching TV without a licence can 
face a prosecution and a fine of up to 
£ 1 , 000 . 

“We do understand that some people 
may find it difficult to pay their licence fee 
in one go, which is why we offer numerous 
ways to spread the cost, including monthly 
direct debit which can be set up very 
quickly online, and a weekly or monthly 
cash payment plan.”

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THE largest part of council 
tax bills looks set to remain 
unchanged next year. 

Suffolk County Council, which 
takes the largest chunk of the 
annual tax bill, plans to freeze 
council tax. This means it can take 
advantage of a Government 
incentive worth £7.2 million. 

But at the same time, the 
council says it must make savings 
of £40 million - despite a 
campaign of opposition from 
UNISON, the council workers’ 
union. 

The council’s cabinet made 
recommendations for the budget 
for 2011-12 at a meeting on 
Tuesday. The recommendations 
will now go before the full council. 

Suffolk council tax for an 
average band D property in the 
Forest Heath district is currently 
£1,126. 

Cllr Jeremy Pembroke, leader of 
Suffolk County Council, told the 
Weekly News after Tuesday’s 
meeting: “The cabinet has recom¬ 
mended that there be no increase 
in council tax. 

“We have done all our budgeting 
on no increase in council tax, so 
we can get the whole £7 million re¬ 
directed to frontline services 
without having to use it to sub¬ 
sidise council tax.” 

Councils can benefit from the 
£7.2 million incentive as long as 
they do not surpass a 2.5 per cent 
increase in council tax. 

Cllr Pembroke added: “We have, 
for the first time in living memory, 
had less money from the Govern¬ 
ment - and that has left us with a 
shortfall of £43 million.” 

He said the council is tackling a 
large proportion of the deficit “by 
reducing bureaucracy and re¬ 
designing the way the services are 
delivered”. 

Forest Heath District Council, 
which is also expected to freeze its 
tax, takes £137.43 for a similar 
property. Its full council will meet 
to make a decision on March 2. 

Newmarket Town Council is 
considering a 7.2 per cent rise, 
which will bring its tax for an 
average band D property to £88.30 
a year. It will make a decision on 
the matter at a full town council 
meeting on February 28. 

The other large chunk of the bill 
goes to Suffolk Police Authority, 
which currently received £160.74 a 
year for a band D property. 


Knife amnesty 

MOBILE knife amnesty bins will be 
sited outside police stations in 
Suffolk this year. 

The red mobile bins will be 
outside Newmarket police station in 
June and July and outside Milden- 
hall police station in October and 
November. 

The bins are being moved to 11 
different police stations in the

county during the year. 

Suffolk Chief Constable Simon 
Ash said: “While Suffolk does not 
have a significant problem with 
knife crime, every knife deposited in 
one of the amnesty bins is a 
potential tragedy prevented.” 

Knives and other bladed 
instruments can be left in the bins 
anonymously.

Pensioner killed 
in crash named 


AN ELDERLY cyclist who 
died after a crash involving 
a motorcycle has been 
named. 

Colin Crabtree, 74, of 
The Paddocks, Burwell, 
suffered fatal injuries in 
the accident which happ¬ 
ened last Wednesday. 

The collision between a 
Suzuki SV 650 motorcycle 
and a bicycle happened 
shortly after 4.30pm in 
Burwell, on the B1102 
Swaffham Road, close to 
the junction for Devil’s 
Dyke car park and nature 
reserve. 

The motorcyclist, a 41- 
year-old man, remains in a 
critical condition, police 
said this week. 

The Magpas Helimedix 
team were called to the 
scene at 4.41pm. They 
treated the motorcyclist 
and he was taken to Add- 
enbrooke’s to be stabilised, 
then on to Papworth 
Hospital for specialist 
treatment. 

The man suffered six 
cardiac arrests and was in 
a life-threatening cond¬ 
ition upon arrival in Pap¬ 
worth. 

Dr Rod Mackenzie, con¬ 
sultant in emergency med¬ 
icine at Addenbrooke’s, 
leading pre-hospital emer¬ 


gency medicine specialist 
and volunteer Magpas 
Helimedix doctor, said: 
“We are always deeply sad¬ 
dened by incidents where 
people cannot be saved 
and our condolences go to 
the family and friends of 
both patients.” 

He added his personal 
thanks to the duty Heli¬ 
medix team who, he said, 
worked past their duty 
hours to ensure that the 
transfer of the motorcyclist 
from Addenbrooke’s to 
Papworth could happen 
without delay. 

An inquest into Mr 
Crabtree’s death was 
opened in Wisbech on 
Monday. 

The cause of death was 
listed as multiple injuries, 
including laceration of 
aorta and coronary artery 
atherosclerosis. 

Pc Francis Crawford 
said: “I would appeal to 
anyone who saw the 
collision, or either the 
cyclist or the motorcyclist 
prior to the incident, to 
contact police.”

CAB in cash 
plea to town

TOWN councillors have 
been asked to help fill a 
funding shortfall for a 
Citizens Advice Bureau. 

The Newmarket bureau is 
facing a £20,000 cut in the cash it 
previously received from two 
district councils. 

Now the town council has 
been asked to step in with £5,000 
this year. 

Members of the town council’s 
finance and policy committee 
will discuss at a meeting on 
February 21 whether to pay the 
cash and whether it will come 
from council tax or from reser¬ 
ves. 

The town council’s finance 
and policy committee met last 
week to discuss the issue, but 
requested more information. 

Lynne Rawlings, manager of 
the CAB, said the funding cuts 
had come at a time when more 
people needed help with debts 
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and benefit issues. 

She said: “We are funded by 
Suffolk County Council, Forest 
Heath District Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
- which are all expected to 
reduce their grants. 

“We’re expecting a 13 per cent 
cut from ECDC and 11 per cent 
from Forest Heath. 

“In recent years, since the 
credit crunch, we have had 
additional grants to pay for a 
debt worker and that’s not going 
to be forthcoming. 

“But the number of clients is 
increasing and so is the level of 
debt.” 

Mrs Rawlings, said a third of 
people who turned to the CAB 
for help had some debt prob¬ 
lems. 

In the first nine months of the 


current financial year the 
amount of “priority debt” such 
as mortgage and rent arrears had 
soared to £1.5 million from 
£500,000 for the whole of the 
previous year. 

Non-priority debts like credit 
and store cards had also 
increased to £3 million over nine 
months, compared to £2.5 
million for the previous year. 

Many of the people turning to 
the CAB also had benefits 
problems but the CAB was 
struggling to fund a benefits 
specialist. 

“We have fantastic volunteers 
who are very experienced, but 
we need somebody who can take 
these benefit inquiries that bit 
further,” she said. 

“I understand that everyone 
has financial problems, but if 
people don’t come to us then the 
problems will just get worse and 
it will cost the councils more in 
the long-term.”

The UK is not over- 
populated, and Suffolk and Norfolk are 
certainly not even the most densely 
populated counties in the UK. 

The UK is only the 51st “most crowded” 
nation on earth, with its 255 people per 
square kilometre, compared to Macau’s 
18,534 people per square kilometre. 
Even Belgium and the Netherlands are 
more tightly packed than us, 

If we move closer to home, Suffolk and 
Norfolk are in the 16 least densely 
populated counties in the UK - Norfolk 
with 158 people per sq km and Suffolk 
with 188 people per sq km - so I’m sure 
Mr Rodrigo and Mr Peck will concede 
that we might have room to spare, even 
compared to the UK average.

I must say how 
disappointed I was with Mr Rodrigo’s 
attitude, which was basically “it was 
fine for my forefathers to come here 
when they needed to, but no one else 
can come anymore”. 

The UK is one of the richest countries 
on the planet - surely we have a duty to 
help those less fortunate than us. I’m 
proud that our country is a place where 
people of all creeds, colours and 
nationalities want to call home.

Fire service welcomes safety ruling on cigarettes 


SUFFOLK fire and 
rescue service has 
backed new laws 
which could reduce 
the number of cig¬ 
arette fire-related 
deaths and injuries. 

Following press¬ 
ure from the UK fire 


and rescue service, 
the European Com¬ 
mission has agreed 
a fire safer standard 
on all cigarettes 
sold in the EU. 

From November 
next year all cig¬ 
arettes must be 


manufactured to 
have bands down 
the length of the 
paper, which make 
the cigarette go out 
if it is not inhaled 
by the smoker. 

If a cigarette does 
not comply with 


the legislation, 
trading standards 
would be able to 
take action such as 
withdrawing the 
cigarettes from the 
market. 

A fire service 
spokeswoman said: 


“These new stan¬ 
dards are welcomed 
as they will consid¬ 
erably reduce fire 
hazards, greatly 
increase safety in 
the home and ulti¬ 
mately save

Firefighters 
rescue pets 
from blaze 

A DOG and two cats were been 
saved from a burning building. 

The fire, sparked by an 
unattended candle, took hold at 
a house in Foxwood South, 
Soham, last Wednesday. 

A neighbour heard the pro¬ 
perty’s smoke alarm go off and 
saw the flames inside tide house. 

Realising nobody was inside, 
she called 999. 

One fire crew from Ely and 
two crews from Soham arrived at 
the scene at 12.40pm and found 
a dog and two cats inside. 

All three pets were given 
oxygen therapy by firefighters as 
they were suffering from smoke 
inhalation. 

Two hose reel jets were used to 
extinguish the blaze, which 
started in the lounge of the 
property. 

Residents are now being 
warned about the dangers of 
leaving lit candles unattended. 

Richard Powell, watch man¬ 
ager at Soham Fire Station said: 
“All of this damage was caused 
by just one candle, and it is only 
thanks to the smoke alarm and 
the actions of the neighbour that 
this wasn’t a far more serious fire. 

“Never leave candles un¬ 
attended, even for a short 
amount of time, and never place 
them near anything flammable.”

‘Accident’ verdict 
on cow death man 

Farm was following correct health and safety procedures, inquest told

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THE owners of a dairy farm 
where a teacher was crush¬ 
ed to death were following 
correct health and safety 
procedures, it has been 
confirmed. 

Philip Anthony Whiting, an 
instructor at Cambridge Regional 
College’s motor vehicle depart¬ 
ment, died after he was crushed by 
one or more cows at Leechmere 
Farm, in Fordham, on July 3 last 
year. 

An inquest into the 47-year-old’s 
death was held last Friday where a 
verdict of accidental death was 
recorded. 

Stephen Faulkner, a Health and 
Safety Executive inspector, said: 
“There was no evidence to suggest 
that the farm’s owners had not 
followed correct health and safety 
procedures.” 

Malcolm Palmer, who runs the 
dairy farm of around 40 Friesian

cattle, described Mr Whiting as a 
“very good friend”. 

Speaking at the inquest, he said: 
“There’s only one person who 
knows exactly what happened that 
day and that is Philip. 

“When you see a very good 
friend doing something they do 
everyday and they don’t come back 
it is very hard.” 

The inquest heard how Mr 
Whiting, known as Pip, of Heath 


Farm Road, Red Lodge, was not 
employed at the farm but spent 
much of his spare time there. 

He used one of the farm’s out¬ 
buildings for repairing cars and in 
the months leading up to his death, 
had spent more time with Mr 
Palmer’s herd and enjoyed milking 
them. 

Mr Faulkner said: “On the day of 
his death, they weren’t expecting 
Mr Whiting at the farm. 

“He just went when he liked - the 
arrangements were informal. 

"Mr Palmer saw him walking 
across the field. 

"He was a little surprised 
because he usually went to get the 
cattle in for milking by car, but 
because it was a sunny day he 
wasn’t concerned. 

“A little while later, Mr Palmer 
noticed the cattle were near the 
farm but there was no sign of Mr 
Whiting, so he asked his wife Lynn 
to see where he was.” 

Mrs Palmer discovered Mr 
Whiting lying near a wooded area 
in the cows’ field and immediately 
called 999. 


Emergency services, including 
the East Anglian Air Ambulance, 
attended the incident but Mr 
Whiting was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Mr Whiting leaves his wife, Sue, 
and 20-year-old son, Luke, who 
recently graduated with a degree in 
physics at Robinson College, 
Cambridge. 

In a statement, Dr Martin 
Goddard, a pathologist at Papworth 
Hospital, said there was evidence 
of “severe crushing” to Mr 
Whiting’s chest and abdomen, 
including multiple rib fractures 
and lacerations to his liver and 
spleen. 

He added: “This suggests a cow, 
or more than one cow, may have 
fallen on him and crushed him.” 

William Morris, coroner for 
North and East Cambridgeshire, 
confirmed the cause of death as 
multiple traumatic injuries. 

He said: “We have heard there 
had been no previous problems 
with the cows. 

“This is one of those unforeseen, 
tragic accidents.”

POLICE officers will 
follow known criminals 
in a three-month oper¬ 
ation. 

More than 100 criminals 
across Suffolk, including 
some in Newmarket, will be 
targeted for “lose moni¬ 
toring” by the police. 

They will be told by letter 
that they are going to be 
watched and filmed. They 
will also be offered support 
from the Suffolk Drug and 
Alcohol Action Team if they 
have substance abuse

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problems. 

Operation Apache, as the 
campaign is being called, is 
the first of its kind in Suffolk. 

Det Insp Andy Footer said 
the initiative would help 
tackle crimes such as burg¬ 
lary, thefts from cars and 
street robberies. 

He said: “If we follow these 
individuals, they cannot 
commit any crime - it really 
is that simple. 


“By offering the help they 
need for any drugs dep¬ 
endencies we can remove 
their motive for committing 
burglaries in the first place, 
which can be to fund a drugs 
habit.

A SURVEY which looks at

sister finally found her 
brothers after 65 years 

More than 65 years after her mother 
gave her up for adoption, Suzanne 
Brett went looking for her birth family 
- and discovered four younger 
brothers, who knew nothing of her 
existence, living less than 30 miles 
away. ALICE HUTTON hears about her 
remarkable story

T HE envelope 
looked out of 
place on the 
doormat. Next to the 
bills, it had a neat, 
hand-written 
address label taped 
to the front. Chris 
turned it over in his 
hands, then slit the 
top open carefully 
and took out a letter. 

Its contents revealed a 
secret that had lain 
hidden since its 
inception on lune 25, 
1944, at Mill Road 
Maternity Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

Blowing the cobwebs 
off a decades-old 
mystery, the letter was 
filled with wartime love 
affairs, a lost daughter 
and potential new 
families, which, if the 
landscape gardener from 
Fowlmere was honest, 
was quite a lot to take in 
on a Friday morning. 

Step back to 1944. The 
officers’ mess at RAF 
Bassingbourn is filled 
with cigarette smoke and 
pilots with Brylcreemed 
side partings living on the 
brittle edge of life. 

Young Englishmen are 
training, and dying, to 
protect Britain’s skies, 
while Cambridgeshire’s 
women are leaving the 
security of their parents’ 
homes and signing up to 


the Women’s Auxiliary Air 
Force (WAAF) in their 
droves. 

Around the corner 
there’s a camp of 
American soldiers, their 
pockets full of treasures 
rationed to the point of 
myth; silk stockings, 
make-up and chocolate. 

Among the flocks of 
young WAAF members, 
caps perched on their 
victory-rolled hair, the 
often-doomed 
servicemen make love as 
well as war. It is, at the 
same time, a liberating, 
exciting and dangerous 
time for all involved. 

More than six decades 
later, sitting around an 
oak table in The Fox pub 
in Bar Hill, Suzanne Brett, 
66, and Chris Wall, 57, 
speculate about the 
events that led to the 
letter which brought 
them together. 

They admit they will 
never know the 
circumstances that saw 
their mother, Daisy 


Taylor, a member of the 
WAAF, unmarried and 
pregnant at 23 years old. 
Or why, soon after Angela 
Mary Taylor was born, 
Daisy gave her up, and 
died 60 years later 
without telling her four 
sons about their older 
sister. 

For Suzanne, from St 
Ives, being given up at 
birth could easily have 
been the end of the story. 

Taken in and re-named 
Suzanne by a loving 
couple at just six weeks 
old, she found out she 
was adopted at the age of 
6. Determined never to 
hurt her parents, she 
decided to wait until they 
died before looking for 
answers. With just her 
birth certificate to go on, 
she scoured adoption 
websites, but came away 
empty handed and gave 
up. 

Then, last summer, 
into the frame stepped 
two of the unlikeliest 
white knights: daytime 


chat show host Trisha and 
a Scottish woman called 
Liz. 

Sipping a glass of white 
wine, Suzanne explains: 

“I happened to watch a 
Trisha programme last 
summer and she 
mentioned websites to 
trace birth relatives. 

“I posted a message 
giving a short history with 


my name, my birth name, 
date and my mother’s 
name. And then I 
waited.” 

She reaches into a 
folder bulging with 
papers and pulls out a 
well-read email. “This 
arrived in my inbox 48 
hours later.” 

In just two days, the 
now infamous ‘Liz of 


Scotland’ had scoured 
endless registration-only 
sites and, free of charge, 
gathered up a gold mine 
of‘lost’ information, 
including Chris’s name, 
address and telephone 
number, plus Daisy’s 
marriage certificate and 
death certificate, which 
told Suzanne that, 
whoever else she now

found, she was six years 
too late to meet her 
mother. 

“She must have been 
up all night,” Suzanne 
explains, looking 
incredulous. “And she 
didn’t want any payment, 
she just wanted to help.” 

Suzanne immediately 
wrote to Chris, who lives 
in Fowlmere.

“I opened the envelope 
very carefully because I 
just wasn’t sure what was 
in there,” says Chris. “I 
was shocked, stunned, all 
those things, to read 
Suzanne’s letter. All the 
information she had 
given was absolutely 
correct. So the next step 
was to email my three 
brothers and say, boys, we 
may have a sister.” 

After comparing names 
and addresses on birth 
certificates, the five of 
them decided to meet, 
bringing all of Daisy’s 
children together for the 
first time. It was an 
emotional evening for 
everyone, not least 
because not one, but two 
crucial people were 
missing. 

Daisy died in 2004, 
aged 84. Many years 
earlier, she had given 
birth to a stillborn baby 
girl, who she told her sons 
she always longed to hold. 

“It was a real sadness 
for us boys,” says Chris, 
“because we knew that 
mum had had a little girl. 
Now we know she was 
longing for the daughter 
she gave up, as well as the 
daughter she lost. 

“When I was younger, I 
always wanted a little 
sister, now I have a big 
sister.” 

Suzanne, tears flowing 
silently down her cheeks, 
still finds the memory of 
that first night 
overpowering. 

“I grew up as an only 
child,” she explains softly, 
“so this is a bit 
overwhelming for me. We 
met for dinner and talked 
all night; they made me 
feel like one of them.” 

Flipping through the 
pages of the photo album 
the brothers put together 
for their new sister, a 
beautiful, fresh-faced 
woman beams out from 
every page, and from the 
brothers’ stories emerges 
a picture of a fun-loving, 
kind mother who was well 
respected by the local 
community. 

So well respected, Chris 
believes, that it explains 
how Suzanne’s birth 
almost remained hidden 
from them forever. 

“I spoke to family 
members, widows of 
uncles, friends of the

family, even the woman 
who made my wife’s 
wedding dress, and as it 
turns out, everybody 
already knew - everyone 
but us. What they said to 
me was it wasn’t a secret, 
they just never spoke of it 
out of respect for our 
mother. 

“There must have been 
hundreds that knew, 
apart from us four 
brothers, including our 
father.” 

Daisy married Horace 
Wall in 1946 and the 
couple moved to 
Melbourn, where they 
raised four sons: Peter, 
Edward, Michael and 
Chris. 

But what of Suzanne’s 
birth father? The section 
on the birth certificate is 
blank. Was he an officer 
she met when working at 
RAF Bassingbourn, an 
American soldier, or a 
local man? 

For the brothers there is 
no proof that Horace, who 
died a few years ago, is 
not her father as well. And 
that is the way they would 
like it to stay. 

“Horace and our mum 
were childhood 
sweethearts and got 
‘married’ in the school 
play when they were 5 
years old, so in our minds 
they were married 20 
years before anyway,” 
says Chris. “We will never 
know for sure, but that is 
what we would like to 


think.” 

For Suzanne, the 
journey is over and she is 
clearly overjoyed to find 
such warmth and 
acceptance. 

“When I was growing 
up I never thought about 
being adopted, it never 
bothered me as I had 
such a happy childhood.

Mayor happy 
with police 
station move

NEWMARKET'S 
mayor has wel¬ 
comed the relo¬ 
cation of the town’s 
police presence - as 
long as there is no 
reduction in man 
power. 

The town’s police 
station in Vicarage Road 
has been deemed “too 
large” and “no longer fit 
for purpose” and looks set 
to close. 

But a police presence 
will be maintained by the 
Newmarket Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team (SNT), 
which is to be moved to 
offices at Waterwitch 
House, in Exeter Road. 

Mayor Mick lefferys 
said: “Assuming there is 
no reduction in man-

power in Newmarket, the 
relocation should not be a 
problem.” 

He said premises in 
Exeter Road may be even 
closer to the town centre 
than the current police 
station in Vicarage Road. 

Police said emergency 
response policing in 
Newmarket would not be 
affected by the proposed 
move. 

A spokeswoman for 
Suffolk police said the 
force was looking at ways 


to modernise and down¬ 
size. 

She added: “To achieve 
this we are considering 
and evaluating a range of 
options, designed to 
create essential efficiency 
savings, while ensuring 
that all police accomm¬ 
odation is fully fit for 
purpose. 

“We have been seeking 
an alternative suitable 
base for the SNT. The 
current police station in 
Vicarage Road is too large, 
was built in the 19th 
century, extended in the 
1960s and is no longer fit 
for purpose. 

“Suitable premises have 
been selected and neg¬ 
otiations to secure a lease 
of these premises are in 
hand. 

“This will enable the 
SNT to relocate from the 
current police station, 
probably by the summer 
of 2011.”

BACK ON STAGE: Frank 
Wedekind’s controversial 
Spring Awakening gets a 
musical makeover at the 
ADC Theatre this week. 


B ANNED for more than 100 
years for being too 
sensationalist, Frank 
Wedekind’s controversial 1891 
German play Spring Awakening 
shone a light on the more taboo 
areas of coming of age. 

The musical adaptation of 2006, however, 
was critically acclaimed following its 
premiere in New York, winning a cabinet- 
ioad of awards including Best Musical, as 
well as a clutch more upon its arrival in 
London. 

The musical is currently being revisited by 
Triple Loop, who bring their interpretation 
to the ADC Theatre in Cambridge next 
week. The plot follows the lives of 11 
teenagers as they discover their own 
sexualities in a suffocating world of adult 
oppression. Moritz struggles at school, 
Wendla’s mother refuses to explain anything 
and Melchior is fixated on discovering 
everything there is to know about sex.

BLONDES certainly have more 
fun in Disney’s glorious 
animated reworking of the 
Rapunzel fairytale that marries a 
hilarious script with dazzling 
visuals. 

The traditional recipe of rousing 
love ballads and a boo-hiss 
villain is stirred to perfection by 
directors Nathan Greno and 
Byron Howard, who draw 
heavily from The Little Mermaid 
as their heroine abandons her 
tower and explores a world that 
was previously out of reach. 
Crucially, screenwriter Dan 
Fogelman manages to appeal 
to both children and adults, 
peppering his fantasy world 
with cuddly critters and 
underscoring the tomfoolery 
with a romance that tugs the 
heartstrings without ever 
becoming cloying. 

The 3D format isn’t too 
obtrusive, employed most 
effectively in a wonderful 
sequence involving hundreds of 
fire lanterns. 

Once upon a time ... princess 
Rapunzel (Mandy Moore) is 
abducted from the castle by the 
scheming Mother Gothel 


(Donna Murphy), who covets 
the girl’s magical hair. The 
golden locks shimmer with the 
secret of eternal youth but must 
never be cut - or else the hair 
will lose its power. 

Gothel confines the girl to a 
tower and convinces the child 
that she must never leave the 
fortress for fear that she will fall 
victim to the evils of man. 

As years pass, Rapunzel longs 
to explore the world below but 
must be content with a cheeky 
chameleon called Pascal as her 
solitary friend. 

Then, as Rapunzel celebrates 
her 18th birthday, swaggering 
outlaw Flynn Rider (Zachary 


Levi) happens upon the tower in 
the secluded clearing and 
climbs into Rapunzel’s 
bedroom. 

At first, the young woman is 
wary of the intruder but he 
convinces the fair maiden to 
disobey Gothel and travel to the 
castle to witness the annual 
display of fire lanterns. 

Tangled is a delight, carrying us 
along on Rapunzel and Flynn’s 
haphazard adventure.

Out with the new, in with the old 



BACK TO BASICS: Diarmuid Gavin says gardeners will be turning their backs on 
decking and stainless steel in favour of traditional plant-orientated displays. 


O NCE renowned for 
his innovative 
modernist designs, 
maverick TV gardener 
Diarmuid Gavin says trends 
are increasingly heading 
towards a return to 
traditional gardens where 
the plants are the stars. 

He’s pleased that the age of 
shiny stainless steel, bright blue 
fences and decking once 
embraced by TV shows has 
ended. 

Having just launched the 
Ideal Home Show’s first garden 
design competition to celebrate 
the best examples of 
sustainable practice in garden 
design and support young and 
emerging UK students in the 
field, he’s expecting a rush of 
eco-awareness. 

“There will be a generation 
of students who grew up in a 
time when gardening was 
manic on television. I’m 
expecting big eco-awareness. 
That generation will know how 
important it is in terms of 
sourcing materials, saving 
water and making compost. I 
would hope for a refinement of 
all the madder ideas that have 
been around for years.” 

He goes on: “The wheel is 
turning back to the craft of 
gardening. People’s first love is 
plants, understanding the soil

and understanding the 
environment. That’s the very 
trendy thing, which is healthy.” 

Fruit and vegetable growing 
will continue this year and in 
the longer-term future, he 
predicts. 

“The big trend will remain 
‘grow-it-yourself’. Companies 
will come out with kit forms of 
raised beds made from wood, 
compost mixes and seed mixes, 
along with manuals on how to 
grow basic vegetables to 
educate your children and feed 
your family. 

“In terms of materials and 
planting schemes, it’s back to 
the style of garden we 
remember from our childhood. 
The grander, more old- 
fashioned style and colour in 
terms of herbaceous plants, and 
a kind of appreciation of 
tradition. 

“A lot of natural stone will 
be used and salvage material 
will be appreciated. There will 


be less concrete.” 

These days, Gavin agrees he 
is commissioned to design 
much more traditional gardens 
in general. 

“People want to be 
comforted and indulged. They 
want to see the qualities of 
tradition for which Britain is so 
well known. They want to 
embrace tradition in a realistic 
way.” 


But for people who have 
smaller town gardens and not 
much time for maintenance, 
minimalist will always be in 
vogue, he says, while the 
popularity of low-maintenance 
plants is surging. 

“The arrival of ornamental 
plants such as grasses, mass 
planting of lavender and Buxus 
sempervirens in a more 
contemporary way works very 


well, so keep it simple. For 
most gardens the palette of 
plants is relatively limited 
because you have to 
acknowledge how people live. 

“There will be more 
evergreens and people will 
appreciate grasses like carex. If 
you planted bronze carex a few 
years ago, people thought you 
were planting something that 
was dead. 


“Now there’s a more 
naturalistic feel through an 
appreciation of foliage and 
different hues, supplemented 
with bulbs. It’s uncomplicated 
but wonderful.” 

He is currently having his 
garden in Co. Wicklow 
completely refurbished and 
says it will all centre on 
herbaceous borders, with a 
folly at the end. 

He notes that after two harsh 
winters gardeners will need to 
reconsider which species they 
grow. 

“Dicksonias (tree ferns) have 
taken a bashing. We used to use 
Cordyline australis everywhere 
but many have been killed off, 
as have lots of hebes. We have 
to decide whether our ambition 
should be to continue to go for 
the exotic if we don’t live in a 
protected area. 

“Perennials are the 
quintessential basis for the 
English cottage garden. Now, 
with Monty Don coming back 
to Gardeners’World, I think 
they have a very promising 
future.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 
Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners.

IT’S A GEM: Guide to road survival. 


Anglia’s cold snaps: 
Drivers get savvy 
about survival issue 


A RECENT survey carried out by 
one of the UK’s leading road safety 
and breakdown organisations GEM 
Motoring Assist has revealed that 
an impressive 73 per cent of 
motorists have taken positive 
action to prepare and equip their 
car for the hazardous winter 
months. 

It seems the harsh weather of the 
last couple of years has hit home to 
drivers that snow and icy 
conditions present a serious threat 
to driver safety. 

David Williams MBE, chief 
executive of GEM Motoring Assist, 
comments: “With many motorists 
getting caught out by the extreme 
weather conditions in January 
2010 and the extensive national 
transport and airport chaos this 
winter, it seems an increasing 
number of drivers are much more 
aware of the problems they could 
be faced with, and have actually 
done something about it.” 

A similar survey carried out by 
GEM in the winter of 2008 revealed 
exactly the opposite. A shocking 
three quarters of drivers admitted 
to not being prepared for winter 
driving with only a few carrying 
anything more than an ice scraper 
or can of de-icer. Useful items such 
as blankets, high energy foods, 
water and tow ropes featured on 


few priority lists. 

David continued: “We are 
delighted to see that attitudes 
towards driving in wintry conditions 
are changing and that there has 
been a significant increase in the 
number of people who are taking 
additional precautions. Poor 
weather, decreased visibility and 
bad road conditions during winter 
not only increase the risk of 
accidents, but also contribute to a 
rise in breakdown situations, which 
in turn are more hazardous in dark 
and wintry conditions. 

“Statistically, the bad winter 
weather hits us in late January or 
early February; it is unusual for the 
UK to have had so much snow 
already, so we may not be out of it 
yet. It is important that people are 
aware of how vital it is to always 
have some basic items in their boot 
such as a torch, water, and even 
blankets just in case they do break 
down. A de-icer or scraper is only 
useful at the start of the journey not 
when you are waiting at the side of 
the road for help to arrive.”

Our door 
is open 
for Tigers: 
Morrish 

NATIONAL League co-ordinator 
Peter Morrish has outlined the 
reasons why Mildenhall were 
denied a return to the sport, 
but insisted they could be back 
in 2012. 

Morrish praised the West Row 
set-up but said the uncertainty 
following last year’s 
mid-season closure and the 
continuing stadium court case 
were the deciding factors in 
the National League promoters 
delivering their damning 
verdict in a majority vote 
last week. 

“Last year took a considerable 
amount of sorting for the 
BSPA,” said Morrish. “It 
always does when a club folds 
mid-season, i agree that 
wasn’t the fault of this 
promotion, but over the years 
the club has had a string of 
promoters which is very 
worrying and doesn’t inspire 
confidence. 

“There is also the court case 
and it went to the vote. The 
BSPA or myself do not vote. It 
was the promoters of the other 
clubs which decided not to 
have Mildenhall coming into 
the league because of too 
much uncertainty and to let it 
lie fallow for 12 months. 

“But the door is wide open. 
No-one wants Mildenhall to 
close, it is not in the BSPA’s 
vested interest - we need 
tracks like them as we are now 
down to only three 
stand-alone teams. If they can 
sort something with the 
stadium then we’d love to have 
them back. 

“I don’t want to see it close. I 
spent hours on the telephone 
last year with (stadium owner) 
Dave Coventry trying to keep it 
going. Maybe they can run 
some open meetings this year. 
“It is a great place with a 
super stadium. It is as good 
as anything in the National 
League and is better than the 
likes of Plymouth and Buxton. 

“I love going there and always 
get a good reception. It has a 
smashing atmosphere and I 
have the greatest respect 
for it.” 
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
